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A Golden  Spanish  Doubloon  of  the  Nuevo  Reyno 
de  Granada  (Bogota)  Mint.

We  illustrate  the  above  piece  in  the  hope  of  bringing  out  some  definite 
and  convincing  information  as  to  the  exact  city  or  mint  at  which  it  was 
struck.  The  obverse  shows  a portrait  of  Ferdinand  the  Seventh  of  Spain,  the 
inscription  reading  FERDND.  VII  D G HISP  ET  IND  R.  Date,  1819.  The 
reverse  shows  the  usual  design  of  the  Spanish  doubloon  of  the  period,  with 
“8”  and  “S”  to  the  left  and  right  of  the  coat  of  arms,  which  stand  for  the 
denomination  of  8 escudos,  the  main  inscription  reading  IN  UTROQ  FELIX 
AUSPICE  DEO.  Immediately  below  the  coat  of  arms  are  the  initials  “NR” 
interlaced,  and  on  the  other  side  “J.  F.,”  the  initials  of  the  assayers.  The 
well-known  work  on  Spanish  coins  written  by  Aloiss  Heiss,  and  published 
in  1865,  states  that  the  mint  mark  for  the  mint  located  in  Nicaragua  in

the  reign  of  Charles  III.  was  an  “N”  and  “R.”  He  gives  the  period  of  the 
use  of  this  mark  from  Charles  the  Fourth  until  Ferdinand  the  Seventh. 
In  his  table  of  mintmarks  he  states  that  the  mark  of  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota 
was  from  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Fourth  an  “S”  interlaced  with  “T”  “F” 
and  “B.”  He  also  states  that  the  coins  of  Ferdinand  the  Seventh  repre- 
sent two  periods — the  first  comprising  those  struck  in  his  name  by  order  of 
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the  Junta  Suprema  or  the  Regency;  the  second,  from  1814  until  his  death, 
in  1833.  In  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  of  April,  1895,  P.  101, 
Samuel  Smith,  in  an  article  on  “The  Silver  Coins  and  the  Mints  of  Spanish- 
America,”  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  mint  mark  stood  for  Nuevo  Reyno 
de  Granada,  or  the  city  of  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota,  and  stated  that  Heiss  had 
erroneously  taken  the  well-known  mint  mark  of  Potosi — an  interlacing  of 
the  letters  of  the  name — -for  the  “S,”  “F”  and  “B”  which  he  thought 
was  the  mint  mark  for  Bogota.  Latterly,  all  cataloguers  seem  to  have 
adopted  this  version,  and  regard  “N  R’’  as  representing  the  Bogota  mint. 
If  this  attribution  is  correct,  it  is  one  of  the  very  few  instances  where  a

mintmark  has  referred  to  a distinct  viceroyalty,  or  state,  instead  of  a city. 
The  Spanish  mint  letters  usually  refer  to  a specific  city,  and  the  mint  mark 
is  represented  by  the  full  spelling  of  the  mint  city  or  an  involution  of  let- 
ters which  clearly  represent  the  same,  or  a specific  emblem.  The  Spanish 
mints,  for  instance,  according  to  Heiss,  were  represented  as  follows: 

LEON.  Its  entire  name  from  Alfonso  VI.  (1072)  until  Fernando  IV. 
(1295-1312;)  afterwards,  an  “L”  until  Enrique  III.  (1309-1406.) 

TOLEDO.  Its  entire  name  from  its  conquest  ( 1 085  ) until  Alfonso 
VIII.  (1158-1214;)  afterwards,  a “T.” 

SAHAGUN.  Known  by  the  privileges  accorded  by  Donna  Urraca  (1109) 
and  D.  Alfonso  VII. 

SAN  ANTOLIN.  Its  entire  name  during  the  reign  of  Alfonso  VII. 

SANTIAGO.  Its  entire  name  during  the  reign  of  Alfonso  VII. 

SEGOVIA.  Its  entire  name  during  the  reign  of  Alfonso  VII.;  after- 
wards, an  “S”  until  Enrique  III.  or  IV.,  when  was  used  a bridge  or  aqueduct. 

BURGOS.  “B”  from  Fernando  III.  (1230-1252;)  “B-S”  during  the 
reigns  of  Don  Juan  I.  and  D.  Juan  II.;  afterwards,  the  “B”  was  again  used. 

CUENCA.  A bowl  from  Fernando  III.  until  Carlos  V.;  afterwards, 
a “C.” 

SEVILLA.  “S”  from  its  conquest  (1248  );  “S-E”  during  the  reigns 

of  the  two  Juans;  at  the  present  time,  a star  with  seven  points. 

MADRID.  “M”  from  Fernando  III.  until  Enrique  IV.;  afterwards, 

an  “M”  united  with  a “D”  in  the  reign  of  D.  Felipe  IV.;  then  an  “M” 

crowned,  and  now  a star  with  six  points. 

AVILA.  “A”  from  Sancho  IV.  (1284-1295)  until  D.  Alfonso,  the 
brother  of  Isabella  the  Catholic. 

LA  CORUNA.  A scallop  from  Alfonso  XI.  (1312-1350)  until  Carlos 
V.;  afterwards,  a “C”  with  an  “A”  and  chalice. 
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VILLALON.  “V”  in  the  time  of  D.  Enrique  IV.  ( 1454-1  474.) 

VALLADOLID.  “V”  (doubtful)  in  the  time  of  Enrique  IV.  (1454- 
1474.) 

JAEN.  Its  entire  name  in  the  time  of  Enrique  IV.  (1454-1474.) 

GRANADA.  “G”  from  its  conquest  ( 1492)  until  its  coinage  ceased. 

CADIZ.  “C”  crowned  during  the  war  of  independence. 

BARCELONA.  Its  entire  name  during  the  war  of  independence;  after- 
wards, in  the  coins  not  properly  belonging  to  the  Principality,  a “B”  alone 
or  “Ba,”  and  now  a star  with  five  points. 

LERIDA.  Its  entire  name  during  the  war  of  the  independence. 

GERONA.  Its  entire  name  or  “GNA”  during  the  war  of  independence. 

TARRAGONA.  Without  any  name. 

REUS.  With  a “C”,  which  signified  Cataluna  (1809-1810.) 

TORTOSA.  “TOR-SA”  and  its  arms  (1808-1811,)  (doubtful.) 

VALENCIA.  “V”  during  the  war  of  independence;  a bat  in  the  time 
of  Felipe  V.  and  obsidionals  and  the  year  of  1823. 

ZARAGOZA.  “Z”  in  the  time  of  Felipe  V. 

JUBIA.  “J”  from  1816  until  1819;  a “Ja”  during  the  reign  of  Isabel 
II. 

PAMPLONA.  Two  “P-P.”  (1837.) 

PALMA  DE  MALLORCA.  “P”  or  its  arms  (1808,  1811,  1812,  and 
1823.) 

LINARES.  Heiss  states  that  he  had  seen  no  coins  with  this  mint- 
mark,  but  a royal  order  of  D.  Carlos  II.,  in  the  year  1684,  provided  for  the 
fabrication  of  copper  coins  in  this  city. 

AMERICA. 

CARACAS.  Its  entire  name  until  Fernando  VII. 

GUATEMALA.  “Ga”  or  “G”  until  Fernando  VII. 

LIMA.  Its  entire  name,  and  afterwards  an  “L”  with  a period  at  the 
top,  or  ‘‘LIMAE”  in  monogram;  from  Felipe  IV.  until  Fernando  VII. 

MANILA.  “M”  during  the  reigns  of  Fernando  VII.  and  Isabel  I.;  the 
entire  name  on  the  restamped  duros. 

MEXICO.  An  “M”  with  a small  “o”  at  the  top;  at  rare  intervals,  an 
“M”  alone;  from  Carlos  V.  until  Fernando  VII. 

NICARAGUA.  “N.  R.”  from  Carlos  IV.  until  Fernando  VII. 

NUEVA  GUATEMALA.  “N.  G.”  from  Carlos  IV.  until  Fernando  VII. 

PERU.  The  entire  name;  also  with  the  entire  name  of  Potosi;  some- 
times a “P”  alone. 

POPAYAN.  “P.  N.”  It  was  not  known  whether  of  the  coinage  of 
Fernando  VI.  or  Carlos  III. 

POTOSI.  The  entire  name  on  those  coins  which  refer  to  the  viceroy- 
alty of  Peru  from  Felipe  IV. 

SANTA  FE  DE  BOGOTA.  An  “S”  interlaced  with  an  involuted  “T  F” 
and  a “B”,  from  Carlos  III. 

SANTIAGO  DE  CHILE.  An  “S”  with  a small  “o”  at  the  top.  from 

Fernando  VI.  until  Fernando  VII. 

SANTO  DOMINGO.  “S.  D.”  during  the  reign  of  Fernando  VII. 

SANTA  MARTA.  “S.  M.”  during  the  reign  of  Fernando  VII. 
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The  above  will  show  that  there  are  but  few  instances  where  other 
than  the  names  of  cities  were  shown  as  mintmarks.  The  only  direct  evi- 
dence to  show  that  this  piece  was  struck  in  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  are  the 
initials  of  the  mint  assayers — “J.  F.”  On  the  earliest  of  the  coins  of  the 
revolutionists,  of  New  Granada,  a real  of  1813,  we  find  these  same  initials; 
they  were  also  shown  on  a two-real  piece  of  1815,  of  similar  design,  and 
in  1819,  when  the  revolutionists  finally  became  undisputed  masters  of 
Bogota,  and  a series  of  coins  were  struck,  bearing  the  head  of  the  Indian 
Princess,  the  name  “CUNDINAMARCA,”  (the  department  or  province  of 
which  Bogota  was  the  principal  city,)  we  also  find  the  same  initials  of  “J. 
F.” 

Incidentally,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  doubloon  illustrated  above 
was  the  last  gold  coin  issued  by  the  Spaniards  in  Bogota,  as  they  were 
compelled  to  retire  from  the  city  after  the  victory  of  Bolivar  at  the  de- 
ciding battle  of  Boyaca,  on  Aug.  7,  1819. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  initials  “J.  F.”  were  used  continu- 
ously on  the  coins  of  the  Republic  of  Colombia  issued  at  the  mint  of  Bogota 
during  1820,  1821,  1823,  and  1825.

The  only  coins  we  know  that  bear  the  full  name  of  Nuevo  Reyno  de 
Granada  are  a copper  two-real  piece,  dated  1813,  and  bearing  the  title  of 
Provincia  de  Popayan,  which  is  No.  8 2 20  in  the  Fonrobert  sale,  and  an 
eight-real  copper  piece,  of  similar  design,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  writer, 
which  was  not  in  either  the  Fonrobert  or  Salbach  collections,  and  which  is 
herewith  illustrated. 

Any  light  on  this  interesting  subject  will  be  gladly  welcomed  by  The 
Bulletin.

A Predecessor  of  the  Bryan  Silver  Series. 


Ex-President  Farran  Zerbe  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
has  kindly  loaned  us  the  piece  above  illustrated,  which  for  some  time  has 
been  in  his  collection.  It  is  the  only  specimen  that  has  come  to  his  atten- 
tion and  seems  to  be  unpublished.  Curator  Howland  Wood  of  the  Ameri- 
can Numismatic  Society  of  New  York,  who  lias  made  an  especial  study  and 
collection  of  the  pieces,  in  various  metals,  appertaining  to  the  Bryan  Free 
Silver  campaign  of  1896,  does  not  think  the  piece  belongs  exactly  to  that 
series,  as  it  slightly  antedates  the  period.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a very  in- 
teresting piece  and  merits  reproduction.  The  reverse  inscription  reads: 
THIS  COIN  CONTAINS:  9 CENTS  (in  the  centre)  WORTH  OF  SILVER 
.900  FINE.  The  diameter  is  21  % mm.  Plain  edge.  Can  any  of  our  read- 
ers give  us  some  information  regarding  the  issue  of  this  piece?

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The  store  card  illustrated  herewith  should  undoubtedly  be  included  in 
the  list  of  Hard  Times  tokens.  The  obverse  inscription  reads  UNION  COAL 
OFFICE  CORNER  OF  CHAMBER  (?)  AND  WASHINGTON  ST.  NEW- 
YORK.  WM  G.  JONES.  Rev.  UNION  COAL  YARD  LACKAWANNA 
PEACH  MOUNTAIN  SCHUYLKILL  & LEHIGH  COAL  WM.  G.  JONES. 
The  metal  is  a brassy  composition,  2 7 mm.  in  diameter,  with  reeded  edge. 
This  is  No.  138  in  the  list  of  New  York  Store  Cards,  published  by  the  New 
York  Numismatic  Club.  It  is  a^o  mentioned  in  copper.  As  evidence  that 
this  card  belongs  to  the  Hard  Times  period,  we  refer  to  an  advertisement 
which  appeared  in  the  New  York  Courier  and  Enquirer  of  Oct.  3,  1831: 


LACKAWANNA  COAL. — At  $6.75  cts.  per 
ton  (from  vessel)  delivered  free  of  cartage. 

Several  cargoes  discharging  every  day  in  the 
week  (except  Sunday.)

In  the  same  paper  of  Oct.  5,  1831,  we  note  another  advertisement  by 
Jones,  which  announces  that  he  is  the  sole  agent  of  the  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Canal  Co.  in  coal  for  New  York  City.  On  Oct.  7 he  advertises  Lacka- 
wanna, Schuylkill,  and  Lehigh  coal,  and  on  Oct.  10,  1831,  he  has  another 
advertisement  headed  “UNION  COAL  YARD.”
